It is located on a harbor 
which would float all the navies of the 
world, and is the seat of an extensive 
commerce. Of the population of the 
island*, lew than 1 per cent an Span 
iards, ae many more are Creoles, and the 
remainder are of mixed Malay and Asi 
atic races, the Malays predominating. 
The islands (such ac are inhabited) are 
wonderfully fertile, and under good gov 
ernment they might be made a prosper 
ous empire. It will be seen that con 
trary to the general impression their 
possession is more valuable to Spain 
than that of Cuba. But in the Philip- 
pines, also, Spanish misrule has spread 
its blight over everything. The islands 
are held to exist for the benefit of Spain, 
and her oppression has been of the same 
galling kind as in Cuba, with similar re< 
sulta in a backward development, fre 
quest insurrections, and general annoy- 
ance to the neighborhood.

When 
the work bad been completed, tbe men and 
officer* sprawled out on the grass for a 
rest, and thea General Bueecrena and some 
of bl*«taff rode op. The general looked 
at the soldiers a minute and then called 
for the commanding officer.

•ran*, but he rose to his feet. 


"Who 
commands this company?" asked 


the general. 


"I do to tbe best of my ability," replied 


the captain. 


"Don't you know, sir," Inquired the 


general sternly, "that it is against orders 
to allow the men to remote their equip- 
ments when on duty/" 


"I have heard some sutb order," «ald 


Captain Cfalgbton, "but tbe man that is- 
sued it never did a day's work in bis 11/e. 
When my men have to work bard, I'll see 
him in the other place before I'll let them 
•welter with their accouterments on."
